CROWS NEST COMMISSION 


The proceedings of the coni- 
mission appointed to enquire int 
the grievances sau to exist among 
the labourers on the Crow's Nest 
Railway will be watched with 
interest not only by the parties 
affected but by the public 
generally. There can be no doubt 
but that every possible effort will 
be made to suppress importantevi- 
dence and that workmen who are 
courageous enough to risk their 
employment by telling what they 
know will be hustled out of the 
way or ordered to keep their 
mouths shut. I[t is well known 
that already arrangements have 
been made which are intended as 
a little surprise to the com- 
missioners, The houses have been 
all swept and garnished and every 
objectionable featurens far as 
possible has been removed for the 
time being so that nothing may 
offend the vigilant eyes of the 
members of the commissicn. 
Meanwhile, the contractors stand 
around casually, awaiting the 
arrival of the three wise meu 
from the east. There is no more 
innocent creature living, when he 
wants to appear in that light, 
than the average railroad con- 
tractor, whose avocation demands 
the mildness of the dove inter- 
woven with the cunning of the 
serpent, The commissioners have 
a hard task before them if their 
object be to probe the situation 
until they discover the truth. 
They must not allow themselves 
to be headed foff by ri »ecious 
explanations, nor should they be 
satisfied with evidence of the 
condition of the men outside of 
the men themselves. 

A good many men who have 
survived the Crow's Nest ex- 
pereoes are by this time scattered 

roughout the Dominion, but 
their evidence can sti!! be had in 
Calgary, Winnipeg, Ottawa and 
Montreal. This evidence should 
be taken and as carefully weighed 
as tnat taken on the spot. The 
men have no outside help, as far 
ascan be learned, to assist them 
in putting their views before the 
commissioners, while the company 
may be relied upon to leave 
nothing undone to clear itself 
from any suggestion of «: 1clty or 
imposition. 

If the commissioners really 
mean to hold an honest enquiry, 
where witnesses will be heard 
fairly and an impartial report 
given, then a vast amount of good 


wil! be done, but if they are 
simply a whitewashing com- 
mission acting on instructions 


which preclude free judgment, 
then it were far better that they 
stayed at home altogether, and! 
saved the country the expense 
incidental to their proceedings. 


The death of Charles Pelham 
Villiers, M. P. for Wolverhampton. 
and “Father of the House of 
Commons,” at the age of 06 snaps 
another link between the past and 
the present. Mr. Villiers was a 
member ot the] mperial Parliament 
continuously since 1835, and could

He was a can- 
didate for parliamentary honors 
under the Reform banner of 
Canning in 1826, when George IV 
was king, Notwithstanding his 
extremely advanced § age, his 
memory was singularly retentive, 
and his characteristic avecdotes of 
parliamentary scenes which 
took Jace in the house 
during the first halt of the century 
were most entertaining. 


Inthe course of a speech made 
at the annual meeting of the 
University Philosophical Society 
ot Trinity College, Dublin, which 
took place last month Lord Charles 
Beresford alluded to the gallant 
conduct of the Gordon Highlanders 
in India, Hesaid that he made it 
his business to examine the 
official list of killed and wounded, 
at the war office, and found that 
among the men killed were Patrick 
Hogan, Timothy Byrne, aud Denis 
Hickey. The Hiablander whose 
leg way shot off was a Dublin man 
named Findlater. These men 
were a evredit not only to the 
Gordon Tlighlanders bute to the 
ether Irishmen who composed 
that regiment.

constituency, There is no mem- 
ber of the Assembly who is not 
prepared to accord him the oe | + 
support which is due to his 
dignified position. 

The cause which has led to the 
splenetic outburst in the 
Advocate arises from the fact 
that when introducing the Prince 
Albert Yukon route to the 
Assembly, the speaker commenced 
what turned out to be an 
extremely good speech by saying: 
“IT am certain that (+ will be 
pardoned if I occupy a few 
minutes.”

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THE RIGHTS OF LABOUR 


A new light has been thrown on 
the reiations existing between 
contractors and workmen in the 
Crow’s Nest Railway by the 
evidence which was brought out 
on the hearing of claims for wages 
before Stipendiary Magistrate 
Armstrong in Southern British 
Columbia last week. In one case 
the workman had given two 
weeks notice to his employers, of 
his intention to leave, and at the 
expiration of that period was 
replaced by another man. On 
leaving, he received a time check 
payable on the 15th of the follow- 
ing month for the work done 
during the current month. The 
magistrate very properly decided 
that the contractors were bound 
to pay all wages due when the 
man ceased work, irrespective of 
the pay day regulation, and the 
plaintiff succeeded in his action. 

In another case, a workman had 
been summarily _ discharged, 
although it was admitted that he 
was quite competent to perform 
his work. He also received a time 
check payable on the 15th of the 
following month, but the magis- 
trate awarded him full pay in 
cash up to the time of dismissal. 
It transpired incidentally that 
according to the terms of the 
coutract, while the employer was 
at liberty to discharge the work- 
man at a moment's notice, the 
workman was bound to give two 
weeks’ notice in case he wished to 
leave. 

A time check differs very 
materially from a cash payment 
to the ordinary labourer. Not- 
withstanding the statements of 
Messrs. Shaughnessy and Haney 
that no time ckeck scalpers were 
allowed on construction, the fact 
remains that these time checks 
are being discounted at from 15 to 
50 per cent allthe time, und cases 
have been known where con- 
tractore have even gone so tar as 
to discount tie time checks issued 
by themselves for their own 
employees. This system is a 
disgrace to any civilized com- 
munity and should be thoroughly 
sifted by the Crow's Nest 
commission, 


GENERAL MIDDLETON 


Our despatches today announce 
the death of General “Fred” 
Middleton, who occnpied a 
prominent position in the North 
West rebellion. The deceased 
officer, who had previously held 
the position of commandant of the 
Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst, was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Canadian Militia by 
Sir Adolph Caron in 1884, a 
position which under ordinary 
ciccumstances’ involved merelv 
the inspection of the local forces 
and the improvement of their 
drill and efficiency. He had hardly 
settled down to work when he was 
suddenly called upon to command 
an active expedition against the 
Indians and Halfbreeds of the 
North West. The situation was 
indeed critical, Without the 
guiding experience of past ex- 
pecirons. it became General 

iddleton’s duty to arm. equip 
and transport a force of 4,000 men 
unused to steady military 
training to a distance of two 
thousand miles in an almost un- 
known country against an enemy 
who held most of the cards, That 
he succeeded against enormous 
odds is now fully admitted. He 
bad his faults,as other men have 
had before him, but the capabic 
manner in which he succeeded in 
quelling the North West rebellion 
at the least possible risk of 
bloodshed will find him an honored 
niche in the Canadian temple 
of fame.

The strike among the [uglish 
engineers, which has just termin- 
ated, has been a long and bitter 
struggle.

The demand at 
that time was confined to London, 
but the employers felt that a 
defeat in London meant a general 
defeat and accordingly consoli- 
dated their forces everywhere, A 
threatened strike in a few London 
establishments was met by a 
counter threat to Jock out 25 per 
cent of the union men employed 
throughout the country. The 
men in the London establishments 
carried out their threat, and the 
Kmployers’ Federation retaliated 
by locking out 25 per cent of their 
employees, with the natural 
result that the other 75 per cent 
struck, by way of sympathy. A 
struggle which involved thousands 
of men from one end of England 
to the other was in this way 
begun, the original question bein

After a struggle lasting over 
several months the men have been 
compelled to give way. A great 
deal of ill-feeling has been created,

OUTFITTING IN THE CITY 


Captain Willis Gets All His Supplies 
Here—Has Spent $10,000 Already 
—Party Composed of 30 Chicago 
Men—They Will Travel Via the 
C. & E, Route—Other U.S. Parties 


On the register at the Queen's hotel 
are to be found the names of Albert T. 
G, Willis and Archibaid Galbraith of 
Chicago, Ulinois. Though these two 
gentiemen have made very little fuss 
about themselves, their arrival has a 

ood deal of significance inasmuch as 
it shows the increasing popularity of 
the Calgary-Edmonton route to the 
gold fields, and the importance of Cal- 
gary as an outfitting point, 

The story of this Klondyke party is 
shortly as follows. Some ‘30. ot the 
best men to be found in [llinois have 
formed themselves into a co-operative 
company, Which is known as the 
Yukon Valley Mining and Prospect- 
ing Co, In addition to the cash capi- 
tal put into the common fund by every 
member of thi: little coumunity, they 
have also a thorough knowledge of 
the work they we abent to do, the 
difficulties which they tnust encounter 
and last but iot.least, the ambition to 
succeed inthe énterprise they have 
undertaken, 

In the patty there are engineers, 
expert miners and prospectors all 
practical men—as well as a number of 
skilled artisans who inless thana week 
can run up a littletown, wherever they 
decide to locate. They have adopted 
a code of rules which avoids any possi- 
bility of petty jealousy, and which 
makes every man in the party a parti- 
cipant in the success of any one of its 
members. A. J. G. Willis, who is the 
captain of the expedition, is well and 
favorably known in Calgary where 
he served asa member of the North 
West Mounted Police and where he 
succeeded in winning his wife, He has 
had considerable experience as a scout 
and prospector, and in selecting him 
for their leader the members of the 
party knew what they were about. 

Since his arrival in Calgary, Captain 
Willis has been pretty busy. He has 
purchased 70 horses from fic Ander- 
son and sixty sets of combination har- 
ness and ten saddles from Messvs. Car- 
son & Shore. All the groceries pro- 
visions and clothing necessaay for the 
whole party have been purchased 
trom the Hudson’s Bay Co, and will 
amount to about 15 tons when loaded, 
Sixty sleds are being constructed for 
the party by W. Lee, and the 
stoves, and other hardware have been 
purchased from A, McBride & Co. and 
the Calgary Hardware Co. Several 

ood shot guns were supplied by J. S. 

ackie and a quantity of other neces- 
saries from different storekeepers in 
the city. Capt. Willis bought every- 
thing his party needed as faras pos- 
sible and is quite satisfied with the 
value which he has received for his 


money. He has already spent over 
$10,000, 

The other members of the 
party will leave Chicago for 


Calgary on February Ist and will 
spend a few days here before leaving 
for the north,” They will leave Cal- 
ary by trail with all their stuff 
loaded On their own conveyances and 
drawn by their own horses, for the 
headwaters of the Pelly river, where 
they will commence operations imme- 
diately on arrival, 

Several other expeditious trom the 
United States are certain to follow 
their example in the spring, 

Previous to thelr departure for Cal- 
gary, Capt. Willis and Mr. Galbraith 
were banguetted by the other mem- 
bers of the party at the Tremont 
House, Chicago.

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STATUTE LABOR LAW 


To the Editor of THe }IeraLp 

Sir: With your consent, and at the 
request of a few of my neighbors, I 
beg leave to cumber vyour columns 
with our idea of popular Government 
viz: “government by the people for 
the vege aeot 

The North West Government grant 
thetheory, but deny it in practice, 
as witness the attempt to enforce an 
ordinance to amend the statute labor 
and fire district ordinance. 

This ordinance, which consists of 
28 sections and 30 sub-sections, makes 
very interesting reading, but to the 
ordinary hayseed or bucolic mind, it 
seems to be an ordinance concocted 
for the purpose of compelling the poor 
man, who already earns and eats his 
bread by the sweat of his brow, to 
earn it some more, and in the case of 
Springbank, unnecessarily, unless it is 
that some other party unknown to us 
may eat their bread without the 
necessity of sweeting in the per- 
formance of that very necessary act 
for the prolongation of life. In our 
opinion the ordinance will have to be 
again amended before it can be en- 
forced, 

No supplies have been voted, no 
appropriations have been made for the 
inauguration of the work, unless 
prospective fines for neglect or refusal 
to perform certain work when called 
onto do so—or commutation mone 
or unpaid taxes of non residents, Sai 
unpaid taxes are to be collected after 
not less than two years—see section 31, 
by action at law in the name of the 
overseer. Ifthe erty, oe list of 8- 
pective monies can be called ‘legal 
tender,” and accepted as such by the 
returning officer, the machine dealer, 
etc., etc,, then, and not till then, it 
will be not only my duty, but my 
pleasure to withdraw my objection to 
the value of the appropriation; as in 
the case of Springbank. I presume, 
there are quite a number of ex-return- 
ing officers that have a bill against 
the “future” fines and commutations, 
who, if there were any “bill shavers” 
around, would be glad to grant quite 
an extortionate shave to have their 
accounts cashed, 

Sec. 2 provides for posting notices in 
four separately divided places, stating 
the intention of His Honor to form 
the same by order into a statute labor 
district—no aupeenrraten. 

Sec. 4: After thirty days the Lieut, 
Governor in Council may form the 
district iato a statute labor district. 

Sec, he Lieut. Governor in 
Council shall name one of the resi- 
dents within the district to act us 
returning officer, who shall forthwith 

ost up notices calling a public meet- 
ng to elect an overseer, 

All expenditure to be defrayed out 
of the funds of the district as herein- 
after provided. 

Sub Sec. 1 ot Sec. 6 provides the 
returning officer the privilege ot vot 
ing twice if opportunity offers. 

Sec. 7 provides that afte: theelection 
of overseer the returning officer shall 
preside as chairman and perform the 
duties pertaining to that position, 

Sub Sec, 1 of Sec, 7; The chairman 
shall continue to perform the duties 
of bis position as chairman. 

Sec. 8 provides that the chairman 
shall provide a book, in which be shall 
keep or cause to be kept a full and 
complete record of the proceedings of 
such meeting. 

Sub Sec. 1 and 2 ofSec. 8 and %, and 
Sub Sec, 1 of See. 9 detines the business 
to be transacted of which a true record 
is to be kept, 

Sec. 1) provides that immediately 
after the election of an overseer, the 
returning officer shall make his return 
to the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
accompanying it with a record of the 
voters, having first verified such record 
by a statutory declaration, 

Sec, 25 provides that the expenses 
connected with the erection of a labor 
district, and the expenses of holding 
the first meeting of residents—inwhich 
the sum of five dollars is to be paid the 
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warelibe first charge upon commu: 
Cc At} 
tation monies and tines collected by 


ly recordin, 
vecupant 0} 
shall be liable on conviction to a fine 
of $10. [presume the people are so 
anxious to assessed two or more 
days work, that it will be necessary to 
largely increase the amount of penalty 
to cool their ardour, 

Sub sec, 1 of sec, 8, provides for the 
election of an auditor, whose duties 
shall be to audit all accounts for the 
district and assist the overseertomake 
out the returns to be sent the Lieut. 
Governor, In this case the honor of 
the position is sufficient emolument, 
and will be eagerly sought for, 

Sections 10, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18,22, 23, 
24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 20, 30, 31, 82, 33, 35 and 
some 14 sub sections of same, detine 
the duties of the overseer. A perman- 
ent official in the civil service qualified 
to perform the several duties in the 
above sections and sub sections would 
be rated at from $1,200 to $1,800 per 
annum—say $400 per quarter—about 
the time the overseer’s duties would 
require his attention, 

Sec, 26 provides that in no case shall 
this overseer receive more than $25 in 
any one year, for such services. 

Considering the range and variety 
of duties required from the overseer, 
and comparing them with the infinit- 
isimal amount of remuneration allow- 
ed, I think we are safe in asserting 
that another nmendment will haye to 
be made to the ordinance before it can 
be enforced. 

Since writing the foregoing, I have 
been informed by the returning offl- 
cer ot the district adjoining us on the 
west, that we may withdraw our op- 
position, as the Assembly has already 
amended the ordinance so fer as to 
enable them to appoint an outsider 
for overseer. Well, admitting such to 
be the case. How are they to pay him 
or how is he going to get any work 
performed, or purchase any tools to 
work with, All such things have to 
he decided at a public meeting, regu- 
larly called, held and conducted ac- 
cording to provisions in the several 
clauses of the Ordinance, 

As the returning officor of the dis- 
trict adjoming our eastern boundary 
would say: “It'll no dae, it'll do dae! 
Ye maun try yer haun’ again.

Tbe Toronto Mail, commenting on 
the address of the president of the 
Manitoba Grain Exchange says: — ‘The 
settling of the vacant lands of she 
Northwest, and the mineral wealth of 
Northwestern Ontario, will bring into 
existence a great western mafket, 
which, ifa proper policy is pursued, 
will be preserved for Canadian indus- 
try. Then there will be return cargoes 
for grain-carrying vessels that keep 
to the Canadian route, In a little time 
we shall have as teeming a great west 
as the States has, when we shall have 
as much business for the big lake fleet 
as they have.

W, Blakemore, general manager of 
the Crow's Nest Past Coal Company 
has left for the mines in the Pass, He 
says that the railway will reach the 
coal mines by March or April, and that 
the company will be prepared to sup- 
ply coal then. A_ force of 50 men is 
eniployed, and this will be largely in- 
creased as soon as machinery for de- 
veloping the mines can be got in, It 
is proposed to work the mines by elec-

ABOUNTIFUL HARVEST IN THE 
NORTH 


Good Markets For Their Produce and | 


High Prices Realized—Farmers are 
Making Their Fortunes — Large 
| Grain Yields Reported Throughout 


~ LAcomMBE, January 25,—(Special)— 
Though there has been a great show 
of produce en route to the stores and 
storehouses for shipment by the 
farmers who have made a scene of 
great activity in marketing their hay, 


grain, ete,, we were not a little sur- | 


prised to learn that the quantities 
shipped by the merchants and latterly 
hy Teo Reid, representing the 
Brakman-Kerr Milling Co,, netted 
alargeamount. The season of ship- 
ping bas extended over some fifteen 
weeks and the average has becn be- 
tween six and seven caMoads per 
week, ov about one hundred carloads 
for that period, 

In addition to this there bas been a 
constant stream since early in the fall 
of produce such as beef, pork, butter 
and eggs, geing out from Lacombe as 
way treight. 

The past season bas been an excep- 
tional one in regard to good 
there bas not been one partial failure 
in the whole district, and the market 
has been a live ove, for there has been 
nothing grown thatcould not be dis- 
posed of at a reasonable figure,  Ship- 
ments of a large consignment of vege- 
tables have also been made to the 
Crow's Nest Pass, Wild fruits from 
the woods have bad their turn and 
good prices revlized, 

The merchants of the town by theic 
action in securing orders and con- 
tracts bad largely to do with bringing 
about this prosperous condition of 
affairs. They themselves have evi- 
dently been rewarded for their cour- 
age and enterprise in increased trade, 
aud often scoring out old accounts. 
Great pains has been taken that the 
shipments sent out should be strictly 
first class, if uhe grain through the 
mixture of other grain or wild seed 
was not up to the standard it was 
recleaned—if too bad aimixture it was 
powdered up and shipped out as chop 
or provender. The prospect of our 
having as good a market to the south 
and west as we have in the north, 
with the Government sustaining the 
butter industry, should encourage the 
farmers toa far greater’ extent than 
it bas the past to be wide awake dur. 
ing the coming season and make hay 
while the sup shines, 

The Clink steam threshing outfit, 
ron by Clink, junior, Watson, Gilmour 
and Bush, came io from the north 
Saturdsy morning. baving cleaned up 
the threshing in the vicinity of Wetas- 
kiwin. In their travels they founda 
great mixture of nationalities— French 
Polish, Swedes and Germans, but all 
doing well and contented with the 
result of tne harvest. One crop they 
threshed for a German had 2,600 busb- 
els ot grain. He also sent milk from 
20 cow to the creamery which real- 
ized him $300. He sold $125 worth of 
pork and sold $25 worth of turkeys— 
this would almostfmake Prot, Kobert 
son’s typical farmer, He proposes 
this summer, having done so well last 
season with his cows, to milk at least 
50 head of cows. This, in a family of 
five workers, is what can justly be 
termed industry even among a stirring 
class us farmers claim to be. The 
boys said that among these different 
classes with different customs they 
were well used, the weather for 
threshing was tine, and everything 
went off as merry as a marriage bell,
